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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that there is 
no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in 
the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Abe et al. disclose an outer 
cover 3 constructed of three separate layers 32, 33 34 (see Fig. 5 and Col. 10, Lines 33-65). The three separate layers combine to form 
the outer cover, or as broadly as claimed a "wear layer". Whereas the outer layer of Krauter is constructed of only a polyurethane layer 24 
which impregnates and adheres to braid 23 and jacket 22. Abe et al. teach the constituent material of each layer is not limited and may 
include a large variety of suitable materials (see Col. 12, Lines 1-12). Thus, one would have been motivated to provide the outer layer of 
Abe et al. in the apparatus of Krauter to provide an outer layer whose physical properties can be readily controlled to desired specifications. 
Examples of physical properties that can be controlled include stiffness (flexibility), hardness, elongation percentage, tensile strength, shear 
strength, flexural elasticity, bending strength and the like, and examples of chemical properties that cab be varied include chemical 
resistance, weather resistance and the like. As broadly as claimed the current rejections of the claims stand. 
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
